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KICK IN THE CAUCUS. 


North Carolina’s Demand an Unconditional 
tepeal of the Tobacee Tax, 

WASHINGTON, May 00.—The attendance of 
members at the democratic house caucus to- 
night was even thinner than op Monday night, 
not more than ninety persons being present 
balf an hour after the caucus had been called 
to order. McCreary again presided, “but 
Messrs. Carlisle and Randall were not on 
hand. Before proceedings had run along far 


Springer woke up the caueus by the presenta- 


tion of a resolution binding all of the democrats 
to vote in the house for the bill exactly as it 
comes from the caucus, and only for such 
aucndmeuts as are presented in the house by 
democratic members of the ways and means 
cominittee. The internal revenue sections of 
the bill have been only lightly touched upon 
so far, as this resolution stirred up the North 
Carolina members toa bitter Snalwaght upon 
the bill. They declared tiat their people 
wanted an unconditicnal repeal of the tobacco 
tax instead of the compromisé reduction mane 
by the committee on Ways and means, and 
they also served notice upon the caucus that 
Calitornia members, as well as themselves, 
would have to vote fer the proposition to re- 
move the revenue tax on fruit brandy, let it 
come from the republican or democratic side, 
if the caucus refused to include that provision 
in the bill. This brought Mr. Scoit to the 
front in defense of the bil, wad atively debate 
followed. 

A vote wastaken on the Springer resolution, 
whicl: indicated but small opposition, but in 
defer. nce to the wishes of North Carolina mem 
bers, the resolution was withdrawn in order to 
allow them to hear an expression of sentiment 
by tiicir state convention. 

Mr. Bacon, of New York, offered a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, pledging the caucus 
to proceed with the consideration of the tariff 
bill in the house immediately after the dispo- 
sition of the legislative appropriation bill. 

Another resolution offered by Mr. Springer 
was adopted, requiring all democratic mein- 
bers to be present or secure pairs during the 
five minutes debate in the house. 

Mr. Stone, of Missouri, offered a proposition 
to restore the duty on lead ore to within five 
per cent of the existing rate, and he pointed 
out the importance of this industry to his peo- 

le. The amendment was discussed and re- 
erred to the democratic members of the ways 
and means committee for a report.

,ALEIGH. N. C., May 30.—[Special.]—Hun- 
dreds of people arrived here last night and to- 
day, and aresult was that the promise was 
more than made good that the state democrat- 
ic convention today would be the largest polit- 
ical assemblage on record In North Carolina. 
it was just nine when Chairman KR. H. Battle 
called the convention to order in Stroach’s 
warehouse, Which was specially prepared fur 
the meeting. By that time 2,200 representa- 
tives of North Carolina democracy were 
present. 

Organization was effected asfollows: Presi- 
dent, William Kk. Cox; vice-presidents, E. F. 
Aydlett, F. A. Woodard, A. B. Williams, J. 
Daller, K. T. Morehead. W. C. Newland, E. 
T. Davidson; secretaries, K. M. Furman and 
W. M. Burkball. 

The following committee on platform and 
resolutions was appointed: A. lL. Blow, W.

After Securing his Wealith he is Turned Out 
of *Home—Found in a Barn in a 
Dying Conditicn.

Vickers family in Montgomery, and the affair 
is not a little sensational. Three months azo 
Hiram Vickers was the possesser of about two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and now 
he lies in a barn senseless and almost friend- 
less. .The trouble grew out of the mar 
rage of Vickers's daughter with Joseph 
Calloway, a lawyer. She then having about 
$15,000 in her own name. Vickers was bitterly 
opposed to the marriage, but after the cere- 
mony bad been performed said no more about 
itin public. Last Sunday an open row was 
indulged in, and Vickers was fearfully beat up 
by Calloway, and was run off from home by 
his wife. Previous to this trouble Vickers, 
who has always been a dissipated man, had 
from time to time settled various sums of 
money on his wife, until she now claims the 
wholé estate. Vickers’s father was married 
twice, and in a state of madness cut off the 
children by his first wife without a cent. 

One morning he was found in bed with his 
throat cut, but did not live long enough to tell 
who did the deed. After his death Vickers 
took to drinking heavily and living with fast 
women, and is said to have given a member of 
the demi monde living here thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of diamonds at one pop. His pres- 
ent wife says he shall never enter her house 
again, and his older brother by his father’s 
first wife, who was left without a cent, has in- 
stituted proceeding to recover the whole prop- 
erty. :

A man uamed 
Maniel Wiiford was the victim. The sur- 
rounudings of the crime went to show that he 
had been killed for hismoney. Ridge was in 
Vinton at the time, and immediately after the 
murder disappeared. As there was strong cir- 
culmstantial evidence that he was the mur- 
derer, the Iowa officials started in search of 
him, and succeeded in tracing him to his home 
in Republican City. Ridge learned that the 
ofticeis were after him, and last Friday locked 
himself in a room in his house,taking with him 
a rifle,a revolver and plenty of ammunition and 
when asked to surrender, said he would never 
be taken alive. The officers and posse then 
surrounded the house with the intention of 
starving him out. Friday night, Saturday and 
two nights following the siege continued. 
About 7 o'clock yesterday morning a loud re- 
port was heard from the room held by Ridge, 
followed by a heavy fall. Several men made 
their way to the room and burst open the door. 
Ridge was lying on his face, with a 32-calibre 
revolver still grasped in his right hand. 
Around hit ‘Was a pool.of bloods 
ing him over a large bullet wound was i 
in his left side, just above the nipple. “That 
portion of the body was bare, so that it was 
evident that the desperado, finding escape cut 
off, and preferring instant death to either 
hanging or starvation, had deliberateiy bared 
his left side, placed the weapon over Ins heart 
and fired. He had apparently determined to sell 
his life dearly in case his capture was attempt- 
ed by foree, as he had fifty rounds of ammuni- 
tion in the belt which he wore around his 
body. A bottte of strichnine was found in his 
pocket. It is supposed that he intended to 
use this in case tliat the bullet failed to do its 
work.

earth. Promptly at 7:50 a.m. the special | 
, train left directly after the fast mail train over 


the Westernand Atlantic railroad, and by the 
time the pilgrims reached Smyrna old Sol had 
rendered nugatory the plans of Jupiter Plu- 
vius, and, with the exception of an occasional 
spitof rain at long interva!s during the day, 
the weather was delightful. 

After leaving the cars, the party preceeded 
informally to the burial grounds, the Atlanta 
Rifles’ band occupying the middle of the road, 
and when the cemetery was reached Captain 
Donaldson, dressed in a fatigue coat, wearing 
the cld Third Corps badge and the faded in- 
fantry shoulder siraps he wore in the army, 
received the party. Proceeding to the stand 
erected in the center of the grounds, General 


Lewis opened the proceeding, and after the P 


ritual work had been performed by Com- 
mander Morley and Chaplain Van Pelt and 
music was rendered Dy the Rifles’ band, Colo- 
nel William Rule, the department commander, 
delivered an oration, which for sound logic, 
patriotic fervor, chaste language, deep re- 
search and friendliness to the ‘“‘boys in gray’’ 
has never been surpassed in all the ceremonies 
or orations which have occurred under the 
auspices of the G. A. R. in the south, and 
cannot fail to create a good feeling everywhere 
where true valor is appreciated and brave men 
receive justice, whether they wore the blue or 
the gray. The colonel said: 
COLONEL RULE’S SPEECH, 

* More than one hundred thousand men, women 
and children are assembled in various partsof the 
country today to pay their floral trivutesto the 
memory of the soidiers who lost their lives in a war 
which preserved the union of American states. The 
flowers of twenty-three summers have bloomed 
and faded, withered and decayed since the close of 
that great national tragedy; yet in every city and 
in almost every village and bamlet in this broad 
land, k nd hearts move tender hands to strew flow- 
ers upou the green mouuds which mark the resting 
places of men who died thatthe integrity of the 
union might be maintained, and that the world 
might stili behold the ever inspiring spectacle of 
“the gorgeous cnsign of the republic,’”’ with “nota 
stripe erased or‘polluted, nora single star obscured,”’ 
Waving Overa single people with a common inter- 
est, A common purpose and a common destiny. 

Whai is the meaning of all thar? These vast 
assemblages, the:e imposing ceremonies, these 
fragrant and chice offerings of nature’s most beauti- 
ful handiwork are not for the benefit of the dead. 
They are beyond recall. They are sleeping their 
last sleep. No sound of drum or trumpet cau awake 
them to glory again. Is it for the purpose of giving 
comfort to the surviving loved ones—mothers, sis- 
ters, widows and orphan children? Alas, how 
empty and unsatisfactory is human sympathy in 
the hour of a deep and overshadowing bercavement! 
True, it is gratifying to the bereaved to ‘know that 
their dear lostones are tenderly remembered by 
sympathizing friends. It bringsaray of light into 
their darkness, a gieam of sunshine where all is 
cheeriess, and serves somewhat as a salve for broken 
hearts; but the shadows still come and go, and the 
momenitsand hours of inexpressible anguish. I 
would not underrate the importance of strewing 
flowers upon the grave of the soldier dead, whose 
vacant chairis a source of inconsolable grief to a 
grief-stricken mother, and doing it for that mother's 
sake. The land is full of mothers, who, like Rachel 

old, mourn for their children be- 
they are not, and, comrades, when- 
by shedding a tear, dropping a 
fiower, speaking a kind word or performing a char- 
itable act, we can comfort the mother of a lost coim- 
rade, we shou!d do so without hesitation. In the 
dark days of our civil war i have witnessed stirring 
events: but none that have affected me more pro 
fozn !iy, than the sight of a dying comrade, upon 
the battie field or in the hospi a’, with a heart so 
full of longing to see the face of his mother, that 
her name was constantly upon his lips. Such ex- 
pfessions were often touchingly tender, and brought 
tears to eyes unused to shedding tears, and softened 
hearts that remained unmoved in the terrible shock 
of battle. 

But while we would do anything to comfort the 
herr-s of the bereaved friends of fallen comrades, 
this is not ourmain object in coming together in 
this sacred place, to strew fowers upon the graves 
of those who fellin the great struggle for the pre- 
servation of the American unton, 

Why then, has the congress of the United States, 
upon the suggestion of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, enacted a law declaring the 30th 
of May a national holiday, and why, 
repeat, do thousands turn outevery year, at these 
sacred encampments of the dead with these floral 
offerings? It is not that the hundreds of thousands 
ot the Grand Army, an order of which we are justly 
proud, may parade with flying banners, beating 
drums aud martial music fur the purpose of display. 
If that were ail, then the act of congress — as 
well be frepealed, und Memorial Day abolished. 
The doors of our encampments might as well be 
forever closed, and our organization disbanded. 

Above all, we do not assemble for the purpose of 
reviving the animosities that may have been en- 
gendered by the civil war. Farbeitfrom us. The 
men who wore the gray, and against whom we 
fought, are our brethren. They are cttizens of our 
country, and our flag is their flag. And if a foreign 
foe should offer aninsult to that flag,a hundred 
thousand sabres would leap from their scabbards, 
and a hundred thousand bayonets in the hands of 
those who wore the gray, as well of those who wore 
the blue, would come forth in its defense. The 
warm heart’s blood of those who wore the 
blue would mingle with that of those who wore the 
gray in defense of a comrmmon cause and a common 
country. Since the close of that war. our children 
have intermarried with theirs, and side by side with 
them we have. labored together to build up the 
waste places of our beloved southland, and haye 
succeeded beyond the most ardent expectations of 
the most sanguine. They conceive as clearly as we 
that the victory of the union cause was their victory 
as well as ours, and that while the shackles have 
been stricken from millions of slaves, that millions 
of white men in the south were made free in a sense 
they had not before dreamed of. No, these memo- 
rial day exercises are not for the purpose of bring- 
ing up unpleasant and unprofitable recollections of 
t 


e€ past. 

The object of these manifestations is not to benefit 
the dead, but the living; not the present generation 
alone, but those to come in the future. The purpose 
is not only to inspire in the minds of the living arev- 
erence for the memory of the patriot dead, but a love 
for the country for which they died. The custom of 
strewing flowers upon the graves of the soldiers, and 
pronouncing eulogies upon their heroic lives, and 
the cause for which they fought, has been observed 
throughout the ages. Some ofthe famous orations 
of Greek and Roman orators, were eulogies upon the 
dead, who died in their country’s se:vice. The 
Spartans, who earned imperishable fame at Ther- 
mopyli, have been the subject of poray and song, 
and of eloguent crations throughout the _ civilized 
world. The charge of the six hundred at Balaklava 
has been given immortality by proud Britain’s poet 
laureate. No true Englishman hears the name of 
Wellington mentioned without feeling his blood 
grow warmer and his heart beat quicker. The 
name of Napoleon, though he died in exile, fills 
with pride the Frenchman’s heart. If in other 
countries the memory of those who fought for na-

tion which at one time so sorely vexed the country, 
the men who fought in the confederate army no 
more believe in the legal right of secession than do 
the men who fought under the stars and stri 
against secession in the war of the rebellion. The 
experience of the southern people in the past twen- 
ty yeas has led them into another field of thoucht; 
they are so busy building railroads, erecting blast 
furpaces and rolling mils, building cotton mills and 
ee thant mines and quarries, that they have no time 
to indulge in abstract theorizingand never again 
will they have time. Going back again to the a 
osition that the people of a republic should hold in 
veneration, in a higher degree, the memory of thore 
who fight for their country than are those who fight 
and die fora monarehy. Ours is a government of 
the people, by the pepple and for the people; an ed 
itice of beauty and strength whose chief corner 
stoue is, “All men are created free, and equal.” 
Where the sovereignty of a nation is iodged in a 
single individual, whose will is law, and the people 
subjects and serfs, it isn’t so necessary that tho 
memory of those who fell in the serfice of 
their king should be kept green in the 
hearts of their countrymen, or that their examples 
should be held up as worthy of emulation. But 
here, where the people are the sovereigns, and 
their will, when legally expressed, is the law of the 
land; where their service to the country in peace 
or war is voluntary: where the nation’s strong safe- 
guard is the inherent patriotism 6f the people, it is 
right that examples of courage, fortitude, sacrifice 
andunselfish, heroic patriotism should be held up 
as worthy of emulation. 

The standing army of the United States was, at 
the beginning of the late war, andis now, a mere 
bagatelle in point of numbers when compared with 
that of other nations of the world. During the 
war there was so little of it that it was almost lost 
sightof. The bulk of the men who fought and who 

rished for the cause they loved, were volunteer 
soldiers, many of“whom left comfortable and even 
luxurious homes and braved the hardships 
and dangers of the camp and  0of _ the 
battlefield. No large standing army and uavy is re- 
quired in free America, and in this lies the strength 
ofthe nation. An arq@y is not needed to preserve 
order and poate at home, and if forei invasion is 
to be repelled, then every able-bodied man becomes 
asoldier. The love of the people and their devyo- 
tion totheir homes and free institutions is the 
strong foundation upon which the government 
rests, and if occesion requires millions of men now 
engaged in peaceful pursuits will be transformed 
into soldiers, as 1f by magic,inaday asit were. 
The nation never has por never will, want for 
brave and efficient defenders. And what is more 
remarkable still, and still more difficult to compre- 
hend by the croyned heads of the old world, the 
transition back from the warlike soldierto the 
peaceful citizen again,is just as natural and as 
quickly accomplished. Lee surrendered to Grant, 
Johnson to Sherman in*April,1865; and immediately 
afterwards the soldiers who fought in the twoarmies 
were plowing in the corn and cotton fields, stand- 
ing behind counters, filling the responsible position 
of teachersin the schools, working in the shops, 
practicing law and medicine and filling the pulpits 
in the churches of the land. Scarce r had the 
smoke of battle cleared away, and hardly had the 
flerce fires of the great conflict died out, when the 
men who had been actively engaged in the war, 
were at work industriously, bravely and cheerfully 
luboring to restore what had been desolated and to 
regain what had been lost, Ifthere has ever been 
a doubt as to the capacity of Americans} for self- 
government and self-preservation the conduct of 
the soldiers in 1865 has dispelled that doubt. These 
men will be forever remembered, on account of in- 
vincible courage, fortitude and heroism upon the 
field; but in their quiet, patriotic return to the 
walksof common every day life, and their prompt 
assumption of the dutiesof citizenship, they have 
won imperishable fame. 

For more than a hundred years devout men and 
women have looked upon the American republic 
as a special child of Providence. The result of the 
war for independence, waged by thirteen weak col- 
onies against the greatcst nation on earth, was 
marvelous, and a mystery that in the minds of 
many has never been solved. The popular im- 
pression which ag timngy at one time in the old 
world wasthatin time of peril we would look for 
leaders. But when the emergency arises the lead- 
ers come forth. There are ago, intelligent people 
who sometimes bewail the réign of mediocrity in 
our uatioual councils, Potitics are a means to an 
end, not the end itself. Theconstitution of our 
government is so nearly perfect thatin ordinary 
timesits machinery is propelied, with slight fric- 
tion, by its own momentum, When the political 
sea is at rest the old ship of state sails serene'y with 
almost any sort of a pilot. And when the storm 
comes, when the billows of discord run high, when 
skill and coUtrage in demand, then 
the men of skill and courage have 
always been casily found. Who in 1860 would have 
pointed out the men who were to lead the infant re- 

ublic through the terrible war that began a year 

ater? It, before the dark clouds of the civil war had 
made their appearance, the country had known 
that it was coming, how many would have thought 
of going to an attorney’s office iv Springfield, II1., 
for a man to fill the executive chair of the nation, 
and do it in such a manner as to insure himself a 
place in his country’s history as one of the greatest 
statesmen of this or any otherage? And when, in 
his carly life, oppressed by poverty, and earning his 
bread by the sweat of his face, who would have se- 
lected Abraham Lincoln, the ungainly youth, as 
the one man of the perilous future, who was to suc- 
cessfully lead the nation in the hour of its, greatest 
trial? In looking for the man who was to earn im- 
perishabic fame by successfully leading the armies 
of the union, who was to clothe his name 
with renown ‘superior to that of a Wellington 
or a Napoleon, who would have expected to 
find him in @® small tannery at Galena, 
lilinois? There was no mistake in the selection 
made, and since then, this humble tanner’s name 
has become immortal. ‘Ibe crowned heads of Eu- 
rope have considered it an honor to meet him in 
per-on,and his own countrymen will forever hold in 
reverence the memory of General Ulysses 5, Grant. 
Nearly all the great leaders on both sides of the 
rreat civil war were engaged in peaceful vocations 
efore the war began. They were ogee to the 
emergency, proving beyond the poss bility. of a 
doubt, thatin a free country, where the peop-e are 
sovercigns, and when the principle 
of equality is reeognized and great- 
ness not power jis_ hereditary, “honor and 
and fame from no condition rise,” On ,extraordi- 
nary occasions, when the services of the ablest are 
required, they are easily found and will be forth- 
coming. When, in 1861, Major Anderson with his 
little band had been fired upon at Fort Sumter, o e 
blast from Abraham Lincoln’s bugle was good for 
seventy-five thousind men. When the plans of 
Manassas had been baptised with the blood 
of thousands of brave hearts, and the country tren- 
bled under the fierce shock of battie as it never had 
done before, and when consternation reigned in 
every American household, a voice was heard as if 
it was the voice of many waters, and it was saying, 
in the language of the old army song that we use 
tosing: “We are coming, Father Abraham, six 
hundred thousand more, slouting the battle cry of 
freedom.”’ And so they continued to come, until 
there was scarc. ly a household in the land that had 
not contributed one or more from its sacred home- 
circle to swell one or the other of the great armies. 

And so it was, and so it continued, until two mil- 

lions of men bad left their peaceful vocations to en- 
ein war. Their lives, their fortunes and their 
Foner were pledged that the union should not be 
rent ip twain; that the nation should not be severed; 
that the flag of their fathers should continue to 
over one great, undiviid country, “the Jand 
e free and the home of tue brave.

As aresult of the warin which these men feli, 
one fiag, the proud emblem of American liberty and 
American freedom, now waves over sixty millions 
of people, It isa result over which all may rejoice, 
without regard to former differences. The men and 
women of the south, as well as those of the north, 
east and west, are proud of the starry banner and of 
what it represents. Every American, whether his 
home be upon the northern lakes, where the ice 
king sits upon his throne, or on the gulf, in the land 
of perpetual fruits and flowers, can point proudly 
tothat banner and truthfully say: ‘‘Behold my 
flag!’ In the language of one of America’s 
most gifted orators, “The flag or 
which heroes fought, for which they died, is the 
symbol of all we are, ofall we hopetobe. Itis the 
emblem of equal rights. It means free hands, free 
lips, self-government, and the sovereignty of the 
individual. It means that this continent has been 
dedicated to freedom. It means universal educa- 
tion—light for every mind, edueation for every 
child it means that the school house is the for- 
tress of liberty. It means that governments derive 
their just powers from the eonsent of the governed, 
that each man is accountable to and for the govern- 
ment, that responsibility goes -~hand in hand with 
liberty. It means thatit is the duty ofevery citi- 
zen to bear his share of the public burden, to take 
part in the affairs of his town, his county, his state, 
and his country. It means that the ballot box 
is the ark of the covenant—that the source of au- 
thority must not be poisoned. It means that every 
citizen of the republic, native or naturalized, must 
be protected at home,in every state—abroad, in 
every land, on every sea. It means that all distine- 
tions, on birth or blood, have perished 
from our laws, that our government shall stand be- 
tween labor and capital, between the weak and the 
strong, between the individual and the corporation, 
between want and wealth, and give and guarantee 
simple justice to each and all. It means that there 
shall be a legal remedy for every wrong. That flag 
is an emblem of a supreme will--of a nation’s 
power. Beneoth its folds the weakest must he pro- 
tected, and the strongest must obey. It shields and 
canopies alike the loftiest mansion and the rudest 
hut. The flag was given to the air in the revolu- 
tion’s darkest days, It represent sthe suffering of the 

st, the glories yet to be; and, like the bow of 
xeaven, it is the chiid of sun and storm.” Sucb, 
my comrades and friends,is the glorious banner 
under and for which we fought, and which we 


fondly hope and devoutly pray may float untar- , 


nished overour children and our children’s chil- 
dren for the generations to come as long as time 
shall last, 

Before closing, I want to pay tribute to 
the brave women of the country, the mothers 
wives and sisters of those wbo fough t on both sides 
in that memorable struggle. While we boast of the 
courage and chivalry of the American soldiers, let 
us remember that they could not be otherwise with 
such mothers and wives as they ate biessed with. 
No history of the war iscomplete unless it has at 
least one chapter devoted to the sufferings, the priv- 
ations, the sacrifices, the long days of anxious 
watching and waiting, the patient toil, the hours of 
bitter griefand the inconsolable bereavements of 
the American women, in both rections of our 
country. One of our American pocts has well ex- 
pressed it:

One starry tear-drop hangs and trembles,
